To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  thirty-eighth  annual 
report  on  the  health  of  the  administrative  county. 

The  county  is  to  be  congratulated  on  a total  death-rate 
slightly  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  and  also  on 
the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  on  record,  while  the  mortality 
from  the  principal  infectious  diseases  was  also  very  low. 
Reference  is  made  in  the  body  of  the  report  under  the  heading 
“Infant  Mortality”  to  the  remarkable  reduction  in  the  mortality 
statistics  during  the  past  thirty  years. 

There  is  one  unsatisfactory  feature  to  be  noted  during  1928, 
viz.  : the  very  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  new  dwelling 
houses  available  for  our  overcrowded  population,  and  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  this  is  only  temporary  and  that  both  local 
authorities  and  private  builders  will  again  take  active  steps  to 
meet  the  serious  deficiency  of  dwellings  for  our  industrial 
population,  which  undoubtedly  at  present  prevails. 

The  abolition  of  the  ash-privy  system  in  favour  of  water- 
carriage  has,  except  in  a few  districts,  not  made  that  progress 
which  is  so  necessary  if  reasonably  healthy  environment  of  the 
dwellings  of  our  industrial  population  is  to  be  obtained  within 
a reasonable  period. 

Undoubtedly  the  trade  depression,  which  has  been  so  pre- 
valent throughout  the  North  of  England  for  several  years  past. 
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has  militated  against  the  progress  of  many  important  public 
health  works,  but  it  is  now  fully  recognised  that  this  country 
cannot  afford  to  economise  in  dealing  with  conditions  which 
prejudicially  affect  the  health  of  its  population. 

Although  the  health  of  the  country  has  so  wonderfully 
improved,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  marked  reduction  in  our 
death-rates,  one  cannot  overlook  the  fact  that  our  birth-rate 
is  decreasing  even  more  rapidly,  and  in  many  industrial  areas 
the  population  is  becoming  practically  stationary.  There  is 
no  evidence  of  an  upward  trend  in  the  birth-rate  in  the  near 
future  and  it  is  therefore  of  the  greatest  importance  that  no 
effort  should  be  spared  to  maintain  the  highest  possible  standard 
of  health  for  our  people.

AREA. 


The  area  of  the  administrative  county  at  the  beginning  of 
the  year  was  632,280  acres,  but  on  the  1st  April  the  whole  of 
the  Southwick-on-Wear  urban  district  (856  acres),  part  of  the 
Houghton  rural  district  (80  acres)  and  part  of  the  Sunderland 
rural  district  (1,893  acres)  was  incorporated  in  the  County 
Borough  of  Sunderland,  leaving  the  area  of  the  administrative 
county  at  the  end  of  the  year  629,451  acres. 

The  administrative  county  therefore  now  consists  of  four 
municipal  boroughs,  26  urban  districts  and  14  rural  districts, 
and  the  area  in  acres  of  each  of  these  sanitary  districts  will  be 
found  in  Tables  A and  B at  the  end  of  this  report. 

POPULATION. 

The  adjusted  Census  population  of  the  administrative  county 
for  1921  was  955,344  and  the  Registrar-General's  estimate  for 
mid-year  1928  was  942,700  as  against  996,600  for  mid-year  1927, 
decreases  being  noted  in  three  municipal  boroughs,  twenty-one 
urban  districts  and  eight  rural  districts.  This  marked  decrease 
in  population,  according  to  the  Registrar-General,  is  in  part 
accounted  for  by  the  transfer  of  a population  of  approximately 
26,000  from  the  administrative  county  to  the  County  Borough 
of  Sunderland.  But  for  this  transfer  the  estimated  population 
S^for  1928  would  have  been  approximately  969,000,  which  is  still 
^however  27,500  below  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate  for 
mid-year  1927.  Seeing  that  the  natural  increase  of  population 
in  the  administrative  county,  i.e.,  the  excess  of  births  over 
deaths,  was  9,107,  it  follows  that  there  were  influences  operating 
which  reduced  the  population  by  36,607.  In  other  words,  but 
for  special  circumstances  operating,  the  estimated  population  of 
the  county  for  1928,  based  on  the  Registrar-General’s  estimate 
for  1927,  should  have  been  1,005,707  instead  of  969,000.  It 
seems  clear  that  this  marked  decrease  in  the  population  is  the 
result  of  migration  from  the  county  owing  to  the  unfortunate 
economic  conditions  which  have  obtained. 
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In  view  of  the  incorporation  of  part  of  the  administrative 
county  in  the  Sunderland  County  Borough  the  Registrar-General 
has  supplied  me  with  the  population  of  the  areas  affected  as 
constituted  at  the  end  of  the  year,  but  as  the  births  and  deaths 
for  the  year  include,  so  far  as  relates  to  the  portion  of  the  year 
prior  to  the  change,  those  occurring  in  the  old  areas,  adjustment 
requires  to  be  made  in  these  populations  to  make  aliov/ance  for 
the  change  of  areas,  and  the  Registrar-General  has  also  supplied 
me  with  the  adjusted  populations  to  be  used  for  the  calculation 
of  annual  birth  and  death  rates  during  1928.  These  populations

ANNUAL  REPORTS. 

All  the  annual  reports  of  the  district  medical  officers  of 
health  have  been  received  by  the  County  Council. 

DISTRICT  MEDICAL  OFFICERS  OF  HEALTH. 

There  were  only  two  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  district 
medical  officers  of  health  during  the  year.  Dr.  Lilian  A.  M. 
Johnston  was  appointed  to  the  Houghton  Rural  District  in 
place  of  Dr.  F.  R.  V.  Langenberg,  resigned.  Dr.  Langenberg 
. was  a part-time  medical  officer  and,  on  his  resignation,  arrange- 
ments were  made  with  the  Houghton-le-Spring  Board  of 
Guardians  for  a joint  appointment  of  Poor  Law  Medical  Officer 
and  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Dr.  C.  A.  Harvey,  one  of  the 
assistant  county  school  medical  officers,  was,  with  the  sanction 
of  the  County  Council,  appointed  as  part-time  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  for  the  Chester-le-Street  Urban  District  in  place  of 
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Dr.  S.  K.  Young,  resigned.  Dr.  Harvey  was  at  the  same  time 
appointed  as  district  tuberculosis  medical  officer  in  charge  of 
the  central  district.

The  number  of  births  registered  in  the  administrative  county 
during  1928  was  20,040,  equal  to  a rate  of  21  T per  1,0C0  popula- 
tion as  compared  with  20-0  in  the  previous  year  and  22*9  in 
1926.  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  has  remained 
stationary  for  the  two  years  at  16-7  per  1,000  population  whilst 
that  of  this  county  has  increased  as  shown  above  by  IT, 
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The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  administrative 
county  during  the  year,  after  making  the  necessary  adjustments 
for  inward  and  outward  transfers,  was  10,933,  equal  to  11-5  per 
1,000  population,  which  is  0-2  per  1,000  population  less  than 
that  for  England  and  Wales. 

Continued  reduction  in  Zymotic  Death-rate. 

The  zymotic  death-rate  showed  a further  reduction  from 
0-55  per  1,000  population  in  1927,  which  was  the  lowest  ever 
recorded  in  the  administrative  county,  to  0*50  during  the  past 
year.

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  diseases  notified  decreased 
from  16,718  in  1927  to  12,607  during  1928,  the  attack-rate  for 
the  past  year  being  13-3  per  1,000  persons  living  as  compared 
with  16-8  in  the  previous  year.

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SMALLPOX. 

There  was  a great  reduction  in  the  incidence  of  smallpox 
although  the  disease  continued  to  be  epidemic  throughout  the 
year,  the  notifications  numbering  1,124  compared  with  5,101 
during  1927.  On  reference  to  table  (7)  it  will  be  seen  that 
eleven  sanitary  districts  were  free  from  the  disease  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  year,  the  most  seriously  affected  districts  being 
Annfield  Plain  (218),  Jarrow  (214),  South  Shields  Rural  District 
(103),  Sedgefield  Rural  District  (102)  and  Seaham  Harbour  (74). 


Only  three  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year  com-

SCARLET  FEVER. 

There  was  a very  great  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifi- 
cations received  during  the  year,  1,482  cases  being  notified 
compared  with  1,821  in  1927,  2,438 — 1926,  3,335 — 1925  and 
4,096 — 1924.  The  deaths  registered  numbered  eleven,  equal  to 
a death-rate  of  0-01  per  1,000  population,  which  is  only  half 
the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  case  mortality  was  0-74 
per  cent,  compared  with  1*4  per  cent,  in  1927. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

Diphtheria  was  very  much  more  prevalent  during  the  year, 
1,647  notifications  being  received  compared  with  950  in  1927 
and  653  in  1926.  There  was  also  a slight  increase  in  the  death- 
rate  from  0-07  in  1927  to  0*09  during  the  past  year,  while  the 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  0-06.  The  case  mortality  was 
equal  to  5-2  per  cent,  compared  with  7 per  cent,  in  1927.  Cases 
were  notified  from  every  sanitary  district  in  the  county,  and 
the  districts  most  affected  were  the  urban  districts  of  Stockton, 
Shildon  and  Stanley,  and  the  rural  districts  of  Auckland  and 
Lanchester. 

ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Cases  of  enteric  fever  continue  to  be  fewer  in  number  year 
by  year,  a gradual  reduction  having  taken  place  from  1924 
when  there  were  91  cases  notified  to  42  during  the  year  under 
review.  The  number  of  deaths  registered  from  this  disease  was 
nine,  equal  to  a death-rate  of  0-01  per  1,000  population,  while 
the  case  mortality  was  21-4  per  cent.  Cases  were  notified  from 
nineteen  sanitary  districts,  the  largest  number  (12)  being  notified 
from  the  Sedgefield  Rural  District,  of  which  number  four  occurred 
in  the  County  Mental  Hospital  in  November. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Notifications  of  cases  of  puerperal  fever  increased  from 
43  in  1927  to  58  during  the  year  under  review,  while  the  deaths 
registered  decreased  from  16  in  1927  to  9.  Full  enquiries 
are  made  into  all  these  deaths,  as  well  as  all  deaths  due  to 
“other  accidents  and  diseases  of  pregnancy  and  parturition”  by 
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members  of  my  staff,  and  reports  are  forwarded  to  the  Ministry 
of  Health  for  their  information. 

Notifications  to  the  number  of  131  were  received  in  respect 
of  puerperal  pyrexia  compared  with  121  for  1927.  Under 
arrangements  already  in  existence  36  cases  where  institutional 
care  was  indicated  were  admitted  to  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity 
Hospital,  Newcastle-on-Tyne.  The  appointments  of  the  three 
consultant  obstetricians  were  continued  during  the  year  and 
their  services  were  utilised  in  eighteen  cases. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

There  was  a further  decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  notified 
of  this  disease,  the  number  being  170  compared  with  176  last 
year  and  198  in  1926.  The  cases  notified  during  the  year  in 
the  maternity  and  child  welfare  area  of  the  county  (i.e.,  the 
administrative  county  less  the  urban  districts  of  Hartlepool, 
Jarrow,  Stockton  and  Whickham)  was  140  compared  with  148 
in  1927.  The  supervision  of  such  cases  was  carefully  carried 
out  by  my  staff,  and  wherever  possible  hospital  treatment  was 
provided,  and  during  the  year  21  cases  received  in-patient  treat- 
ment, of  which  19  were  sent  by  this  Department.  Midwives 
practising  in  the  administrative  county  continued  to  be  supplied 
with  a suitable  silver  preparation  for  instilling  into  the  eyes  of 
all  children  born  in  their  practice,  and  every  case  of  ophthalmia 
neonatorum  reported  by  midwives  was  enquired  into  by  the 
County  Midwives  Inspector.  The  health  visitors  are  also 
instructed  to  report  all  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  in 
newly-born  children,  and  details  of  such  cases  will  be  found 
on  page  43. 

ENCEPHALITIS  LETHARGICA. 

There  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  notifications  of 
this  disease,  the  number  for  the  year  being  21  compared  with 
52  in  1926.  The  number  of  deaths  was  33  compared  with  37 
in  the  previous  year.  Research  work  is  being  continued  to  find 
the  cause  of  encephalitis  lethargica.  The  number  of  deaths 
from  this  disease  gives  no  indication  of  its  seriousness,  as  in  a 
large  number  of  cases  who  apparently  recover  grave  mental 
and  physical  symptoms  ensue  which  have  a permanent  effect 
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and  frequently  lead  to  the  detention  of  the  sufferers  in  certified 
institutions. 

MEASLES. 

This  disease  was  not  seriously  epidemic  in  any  sanitary 
district  during  the  year.  The  number  of  deaths  registered 
declined  from  187  in  1927  to  77  in  the  year  under  review,  and 
the  death-rate  decreased  from  0T9  to  0-08  per  1,000  population, 
which  is  less  than  that  for  England  and  Wales  (0T1).  The 
greater  knowledge  of  personal  hygiene  in  the  community  resulting 
from  the  establishment  of  child  welfare  centres  and  the  health 
propaganda  work  which  is  carried  on  continuously  is,  I am 
satisfied,  a great  factor  in  the  reduction  of  the  mortality  from 
such  infectious  diseases  as  measles. 

WHOOPING  COUGH. 

There  was  a slight  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  registered 
from  whooping  cough,  the  death-rate  being  equal  to  0T4,  which, 
though  nearly  double  that  for  England  and  Wales  (0-07),  was 
considerably  below  the  average  for  the  county.  The  disease  was 
very  widely  distributed  throughout  the  administrative  county. 

DIARRHCEA  (under  2 years  of  age). 

The  number  of  deaths  from  diarrhoea  under  two  years  of 
age  was  157,  which  is  an  increase  on  last  year  but  a large  decrease 
compared  with  192G.  The  death-rate  was  0T6  per  1,000  popu- 
lation compared  with  0T4  in  1927.  The  rate  for  1927  was  the 
lowest  on  record  for  this  administrative  county.  The  diarrhoeal 
death-rate  has  shown  an  almost  uninterrupted  annual  decline 
for  a number  of  years  past,  the  death-rate  in  1911  being  E65, 
in  1921 — 0-61  and  in  1928  — 0T6. 

INFLUENZA. 

There  was  no  severe  epidemic  of  influenza  during  the  year, 
228  deaths  being  registered,  these  being  fairly  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  year  and  throughout  the  area.  The  Minister  of 
Health  towards  the  end  of  the  year  issued  a Circular,  No.  955, 
calling  attention  to  the  very  rapid  spread  of  influenza  in  the 
ETnited  States  of  America  and  Canada,  and  in  consequence  he 
considered  it  advisable  to  bring  the  memorandum  relative  to 
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this  disease  again  to  the  notice  of  local  authorities.  The  Minister 
reminded  authorities  that,  in  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of 
influenza,  his  general  sanction  has  already  been  given  to  the 
provision  by  local  authorities  of  medical  assistance  (including 
nursing  and  the  dispensing  of  doctor’s  prescriptions)  for  the 
poorer  inhabitants  of  their  districts  who  are  suffering  from  the 
disease. 

BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATIONS. 

The  agreement  between  the  County  Council  and  the 
Bacteriological  Department  of  the  College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne,  was  continued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  following 
tables  show  the  number  of  specimens  submitted  for  examination 
with  their  results.

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INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  following  table  (11)  shows  the  number  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age  to  be  1,610  compared  with 
1,921  in  1927,  the  rate  for  1928  being  equal  to  80  per  1,000 
births  registered.  This  is  the  lowest  infant  mortality  rate  on 
record  in  the  history  of  the  county,  the  previous  lowest  being 
84  for  the  year  1926.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  although  the  infant  mortality 
rate  for  the  administrative  county  was  considerably  in  excess 
of  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  (65  per  1,000  births),  the 
total  death-rate  for  the  county  was  actually  less  than  that  for 
the  country  generally,  but  I think  without  doubt  the  county 
has  cause  for  congratulation  on  the  extraordinary  diminution 
of  the  infant  mortality  rate.  It  should  be  noted  that  in  1898, 
thirty  years  ago,  the  infant  mortality  rate  was  179  per  1,000 
births,  so  that  the  rate  for  1928  was  less  than  one-half  of  that 
obtaining  thirty  years  ago  ; while  for  the  five  years  1896-1900 
the  county  infant  mortality  rate  averaged  167,  which  is  also 
more  than  double  the  county  rate  for  the  year  under  review. 

As  further  indicating  a remarkable  improvement  in  the 
health  of  the  county,  it  may  be  noted  that  in  1908,  twenty 
years  ago,  with  a population  of  over  100,000  less  than  the  present 
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population  of  the  county  the  total  deaths  numbered  14,811  as 
compared  with  10,933  during  1928,  or  nearly  4,000  more  ; while 
the  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  in  the  same  year 
(1908)  numbered  4,750  as  compared  with  1,610  during  1928. 

The  extraordinary  diminution  in  the  birth-rate  may  also 
be  usefully  noted  here.  Twenty  years  ago  the  number  of  births 
registered  in  the  county,  with  a population  of  over  100,000  less 
than  the  population  in  1928,  was  31,297,  equal  to  a birth-rate 
of  37-0  per  1,000  population  ; while  in  1928  the  number  of 
births  fell  to  20,040  and  the  birth-rate  to  21 T,  a decrease  of 
over  11,000  births  on  an  increased  population. 

There  are  undoubtedly  still  in  this  county  environmental 
conditions  prejudicial  to  the  health  of  our  infant  population, 
notably,  overcrowding  of  dwellings  and  a large  proportion  of 
houses  which  are  considerably  below  the  standard  necessary  for 
the  healthy  rearing  of  young  children,  and  it  is  therefore  par- 
ticularly regrettable,  as  will  be  noted  by  reference  to  the 
paragraph  on  housing,  that  during  1928  there  was  a very  marked 
reduction  in  the  number  of  new  dwelling  houses  completed  in 
the  county  as  compared  with  previous  years. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

The  work  of  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  department 
increased  during  the  year,  although  the  number  of  welfare 
centres  remained  the  same.  One  new  centre  was  established  at 
South  Moor,  while  the  centre  at  Southwick  was  transferred  to 
the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland  on  the  1st  April.  Each 
centre  showed  increased  work  and  a greater  number  of  sessions 
were  found  to  be  necessary. 

The  following  table  (12)  shows  the  attendances  made  at 
the  sixty-two  welfare  centres,  of  which  thirty-four  are  county 
centres  and  twenty-eight  voluntary  centres,  the  latter  being 
marked  with  a double  dagger  (+).  The  centres  at  which  ante- 
sessions  are  held  are  marked  with  a dagger  (f).

Welfare  Medical  Staff. 

Dr.  Kathleen  Henegan  was  appointed  as  an  additional 
assistant  welfare  medical  officer  and  commenced  duty  on  the 
9th  July. 

New  Centres. 

A new  voluntary  centre  was  opened  at  South  Moor  on  the 
21st  April  which  considerably  relieved  the  congestion  at  West 
Stanley. 

New  Premises. 

During  the  year  several  centres  were  removed  to  more 
convenient  premises.  At  Billingham  most  commodious  and 
up-to-date  premises  were  built  for  welfare  work  by  the  Synthetic 
Ammonia  Company,  and  the  premises  were  formally  opened  on 
the  5th  October,  when  I attended  and  gave  a short  address. 

Extra  Sessions. 

With  the  appointment  of  an  additional  assistant  welfare 
medical  officer  it  has  been  possible  to  increase  the  number  of 
sessions  at  several  centres. 

Ante- Natal  Work. 

The  ante-natal  work  at  the  centres  continues  to  increase. 
At  the  end  of  1927  there  were  2,556  expectant  mothers  on  the 
registers  while  at  the  end  of  1928  there  were  3,599,  an  increase 
of  1,043.  Extra  ante-natal  sessions  were  opened,  but  it  is 
desirable  that  there  should  be  special  sessions  for  expectant 
mothers  at  every  centre.  More  mothers  are  attending  during 
the  earlier  months  of  pregnancy  and  in  some  districts  the  mid- 
wives make  a practice  of  sending,  and  in  some  cases  bringing, 
their  patients  to  the  ante-natal  clinics.  There  is  an  increase  in 
the  number  of  women  applying  for  admission  to  the  various 
maternity  homes  for  their  confinements  and  the  services  of  the 
midwives  are  increasingly  in  demand,  although  there  are  still 
some  districts  in  the  county  without  a qualified  midwife.  The 
welfare  medical  officers  have  made  special  reports  on  the  ante- 
natal work  at  their  various  centres. 
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The  following  is  a synopsis  of  2,514  cases  attending  ante- 
natal clinics  ; of  these  58  were  non-pregnant  : —

Dental  Clinics. 

Five  new  voluntary  dental  clinics  were  opened  during  the 
year,  bringing  the  total  number  up  to  nine,  viz.  — 

Durham fortnightly  session. 

Consett  bi-monthly  session.

The  Shildon  Dental  Clinic  amalgamated  with  that  newly 
opened  at  Bishop  Auckland,  as  the  premises  there  are  central 
and  more  suitable.  The  above  clinics  serve  not  only  the  centres 
where  the  clinics  are  held,  but  also  those  in  the  neighbouring 
districts.  The  voluntary  committees  who  send  cases  to  the 
dental  clinics,  either  pay  a capitation  fee  for  mothers  attending 
from  their  centres,  or  else  bear  a definite  share  of  the  expense 
incurred.  The  dental  clinics  are  certainly  appreciated  by  the 
mothers,  but  lack  of  means  to  pay  even  the  small  charge  made 
prevents  many  mothers  from  taking  advantage  of  the  dental 
treatment  available.  The  mothers  on  the  whole  are  becoming 
more  alive  to  the  importance  to  their  own  health  and  that  of 
their  children,  of  dental  hygiene,  and  the  prevention  of  dental 
caries  and  oral  sepsis. 

The  following  is  a table  on  the  work  done  at  the  dental 
clinics  during  the  year  : —

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Ultra - Violet  Ray  Clinic,  Houghton-le-Spring . 

This  clinic  has  now  been  in  existence  for  over  a year  and 
is  open  two  sessions  weekly.  It  is  increasingly  well  attended, 
not  only  by  Houghton  mothers  and  children,  but  by  those  from 
other  centres  in  that  area  of  the  county.  The  medical  officer 
reports  that  the  treatment  is  proving  beneficial  and  good  results 
are  obtained.

Voluntary  Committees. 

New  voluntary  committees  were  formed  at  Burnopfield,  Esh 
Winning  and  Felling.  Blaydon  is  now  the  only  centre  where 
there  is  no  voluntary  committee  but  one  is  in  process  of 
formation. 

Summary  of  special  activities  of  Voluntary  Committees. 

The  voluntary  committees  continued  to  give  valuable  assis- 
tance at  the  centres,  and  year  by  year  their  activities  increase. 

The  Ryhope  Voluntary  Committee  spent  about  £60  on  the 
decoration  and  equipment  of  the  new  premises. 

As  in  former  years,  most  of  the  committees  gave  teas, 
Christmas  trees  or  some  form  of  entertainment  to  the  mothers 
and  children.  Help  to  individual  mothers  and  children  was  very 
extensive  and  included  the  following  : — 

1.  Payment  of  fares  to  hospitals,  the  E.  F.  Peile  County 
Convalescent  Home,  maternity  homes,  artificial  sunlight 
and  dental  clinics. 

2.  Payment  for  dental  and  artificial  sunlight  treatment. 
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3.  Payment  for  mothers  and  children  in  convalescent  homes. 

4.  Whole  or  part  payment  for  surgical  appliances,  glasses 
and  dentures. 

5.  Supply  of  boots  and  clothing  to  mothers  and  children 
before  admission  to  hospitals  and  homes. 

6.  Supply  of  extra  nourishment  to  debilitated  mothers  and 
children. 

7.  Loan  of  invalid  carriages  and  prams. 

8.  Payment  for  extra  centre  equipment. 

9.  Supply  of  dolls,  model  cots  and  layettes  for  health 
visitors’  talks  and  demonstrations. 

10.  Donations  given  to  Invalid  Children’s  Aid  Associatiqn, 
E.  F.  Peile  County  Convalescent  Home  and  other 
institutions. 

Several  of  the  vpluntary  committees  allocate  a certain  sum 
of  money  for  the  medical  officer  to  use  at  her  own  discretion  for 
special  necessitous  cases.  Prizes  were  also  given  by  some  com- 
mittees for  the  children  who  made  the  best  attendances  during 
the  year,  and  also  for  those  who  attended  regularly  up  to  school 
age.  One  committee  supplied  Insulin  for  twelve  months  to  a 
necessitous  mother.  Clothing  stalls  are  provided  where  mothers 
can  obtain  suitable  garments  at  a reasonable  price,  and  at  some 
centres  model  garments  are  made  by  members  of  the  committee. 
Sufficient  wool  was  given  by  one  committee  to  each  regular 
attender  to  make  a child’s  garment  and  prizes  were  given  for 
the  best  knitted  garment. 

Thirty-nine  of  the  voluntary  committees  sent  reports  on 
their  work  during  the  year. 

Health  and  Baby  Weeks ’ Celebrations. 

The  Annual  Conference  was  held  in  Durham  during  Health 
Week. 

The  voluntary  committees  in  conjunction  with  the  welfare 
medical  officers  and  health  visitors  organised  Health  and  Baby 
Week  celebrations  in  connection  with  twenty-nine  centres. 
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Addresses  were  given  by  the  welfare  medical  staff  at  their 
own  or  their  colleague’s  centres.  The  attendances  at  the  Welfare 
Exhibition  and  meetings  were,  as  a general  rule,  remarkably 
good  and  were  an  indication  of  the  increasing  interest  mothers 
are  taking  in  the  important  subject  of  their  own  and  their 
children’s  health. 

Various  competitions  were  held  for  both  mothers  and  fathers, 
such  as  the  writing  of  essays,  making  of  ‘Thrift”  garments  and 
useful  articles,  or  knitting  and  making  new  garments.  Prizes 
were  given  for  the  best  articles  and  essays,  of  which  some  were 
so  good  that  the  adjudication  of  the  prizes  was  a difficult  matter. 

The  education  authorities,  as  in  previous  years,  kindly  gave 
their  co-operation  and  allowed  the  elder  girls  from  several  schools 
to  visit  the  exhibition,  etc.  These  girls  were  most  appreciative 
and  attentive. 

Several  delegates  from  the  voluntary  committees  attended 
the  Baby  Week  Conference  in  London  during  the  first  week  in 

July- 

Durham  County  Federation  of  Voluntary  Workers. 

The  Federation  held  meetings  every  two  months  during  the 
year. 

At  the  summer  meeting  in  July,  204  members  visited  two 
of  the  county  institutions  and  were  shown  over  them  by  members 
of  the  staffs.  This  was  the  first  visit  of  many  of  the  members, 
and  much  increased  and  stimulated  their  interest  in  the  impor- 
tant work  of  these  institutions. 

Post  Graduate  Lectures  to  Midwives. 

A course  of  lectures  was  given  to  midwives  in  various  parts 
of  the  county  by  members  of  the  welfare  medical  staff  and  matrons 
of  maternity  homes.  These  were  well  attended  and  appreciated 
by  the  midwives. 
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St.  Monnica’s  Home  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Bishop  Auckland. 

The  County  Council  contributes  a grant  of  £ 250  per  annum 
to  this  Home,  which  is  the  only  institution  in  the  administrative 
county  where  provision  is  made  for  unmarried  mothers.  The 
present  matron  and  her  assistant  are  trained  midwives  and 
undertake  all  the  normal  midwifery.  One  of  the  assistant 
welfare  medical  officers,  resident  in  Bishop  Auckland,  was 
appointed  Honorary  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  babies  at 
the  Home,  and  visits  regularly  in  that  capacity ; she  also  gives 
the  mothers  ante-natal  care.  The  Home  is  registered  as  a 
maternity  home  and  is  inspected  as  such  from  time  to  time. 
The  work  at  the  Home  is  very  satisfactory. 

E.  F.  Peile  County  Convalescent  Home,  Shotley  Bridge. 

During  the  year  the  Home  has  been  re-decorated  and  con- 
siderably altered.  These  alterations  have  provided  the  extra 
accommodation  needed  for  the  staff,  a suitable  isolation  room, 
and  a sun  balcony  facing  south.  This  balcony  opens  out  of  the 
1-5  children's  day  nursery,  consequently  the  children  are 
enabled  almost  to  live  out  of  doors,  whatever  the  weather. 
While  the  alterations  were  in  progress  part  of  the  Home  had  to 
be  closed  with  the  result  that  fewer  mothers  and  children  were 
admitted  than  otherwise  would  have  been  the  case. 

The  Home  is  exceedingly  popular  and  each  of  the  welfare 
medical  officers  could  fill  the  Home  from  her  own  centre. 

The  training  given  to  both  mothers  and  children  while  they 
are  in  the  Home  is  excellent ; many  a young  mother  receives 
valuable  lessons  in  the  management  of  herself  and  her  baby. 

Special  efforts  were  again  made  to  “follow  up”  the  mothers 
and  children  after  discharge  from  the  Home,  and  it  is  encouraging 
to  note  that  the  individual  mothers,  with  their  children,  made 
considerably  more  attendances  at  the  centres,  while  the  per- 
centage of  subsequent  non-attenders  was  approximately  16  per 
cent,  as  against  27  per  cent,  last  year.  Very  few  attended  only 
once,  the  greater  number  being  very  regular  attenders. 
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More  applications  are  received  by  the  matron  from  girls 
wishing  to  train  at  the  Home  than  can  be  accepted.  Most  of 
the  trainees  are  of  a very  satisfactory  type,  they  make  excellent 
"Nursery  Nurses”  and  obtain  good  posts  on  the  completion  of 
their  training.  The  County  Council  certificate  of  efficiency  and 
badge  were  awarded  to  seven  pupils  on  the  completion  of  their 
year’s  training. 

Six  trainees  entered  for  the  National  Society  of  Day 
Nurseries’  preliminary,  seven  for  the  intermediate  and  one  for 
the  advanced  examinations.  All  passed  creditably. 

One  of  the  assistant  welfare  medical  officers  gives  the  medical 
lectures  to  the  trainees,  and  also  examines  the  patients  on 
admission  as  a matter  of  routine. 

Cases  of  illness  are  attended  by  the  resident  medical  officer 
of  the  Richard  Murray  Hospital,  and  any  cases  requiring  surgical 
operations  are  admitted  to  that  Institution.  The  condition  of  both 
mothers  and  1-5  children  on  admission  is  very  poor,  the 
improvement  on  discharge  is,  practically  without  exception, 
good,  and  in  some  cases,  remarkable. 

Some  of  the  young  babies  admitted  with  their  mothers  have 
been  in  a very  wasted  condition,  notably  two  suffering  from 
pyloric  spasm ; these  improved  to  a marked  degree  and  a 
subsequent  report  from  the  welfare  medical  officer  states  that 
the  children  are  in  good  condition.  There  was  very  little  illness 
in  the  Home  of  a serious  nature,  two  children  developed  a slight 
attack  of  whooping  cough  and  the  Home  was  in  quarantine 
from  11th  June  to  9th  July.

General  Remarks. 

Children  aged  3-5,  brought  to  the  centres  for  the  first 
time,  are  found  by  the  medical  officers  to  be  frequently  under- 
nourished, suffering  from  some  degree  of  rickets,  and  sometimes 
insufficiently  clad.  These  children  are  found  to  benefit  much 
from  the  free  milk  and  emulsion  supplied  by  the  County  Council. 
On  the  other  hand  children  who  have  regularly  attended  the 
centres  from  birth  are,  as  a general  rule,  in  good  condition. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  at  one  of  the  centres  a welfare 
club  is  run  by  the  mothers  attending.  The  club  is  held  fortnightly 
when  practical  demonstrations  and  health  talks  are  given. 

At  another  centre  a sewing  and  knitting  class  is  held  for 
the  mothers  after  the  centre  hours.  Savings  banks  were  started 
at  some  of  the  centres,  to  encourage  the  mothers  to  save  for 
dentures  or  emergencies. 
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Babies  Hospital,  N ew castle- on-  Tyne. 

Sixteen  children  were  admitted  from  this  county  to  the 
above  hospital  during  the  year. 

Massage  Institute,  Durham.

The  voluntary  committees  at  most  of  the  large  centres 
agreed  to  stock  large  and  small  accouchement  sets  in  order 
that  the  midwives  may  obtain  them  at  cost  price  for  their 
patients. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

For  the  purpose  of  granting  registration  or  exemption  under 
the  above  Act,  hospitals,  cottage  homes  and  nursing  homes  in 
the  administrative  county  have  been  inspected.  Maternity 
homes  granted  registration  last  year  have  been  re-inspected. 

Maternal  Mortality  Enquiry. 

For  the  past  six  years  an  enquiry  has  been  made  into 
maternal  deaths  occuring  in  the  administrative  county  of  Durham. 
There  is  now  a Maternal  Mortality  Government  Enquiry,  and 
all  maternal  deaths  in  the  county  will  continue  to  be  enquired 
into.

HEALTH  WEEK. 

The  County  Health  Committee  held  their  thirteenth  Annual 
Conference  in  the  Town  Hall,  Durham,  on  Friday,  5th  October. 
H.  Crichton-Miller,  Esq.,  M.A.,  M.D.,  Hon.  Director,  Tavistock 
Square  Clinic  for  Functional  Nervous  Disorders,  delivered  an 
address  upon  ‘ ‘Child  Psychology.”  There  was,  as  usual,  a very 
large  and  appreciative  audience,  and  the  address,  which  was 
extremely  interesting,  led  to  an  instructive  discussion. 

Health  talks  were  given  during  “Health  Week,”  which  was 
observed  during  the  week  commencing  the  7th  October,  in  all 
the  elementary  schools  by  the  school  teachers  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director  of  Education. 

Members  of  the  county  medical  staff,  health  visiting  staff 
and  local  medical  officers  of  health  gave  addresses  on  public 
health  matters  at  meetings  in  all  parts  of  the  county. 

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  staff  consisted  of  one  superin- 
tendent, two  assistant  superintendents  and  eighty-six  health 
visitors.  In  addition  to  the  above,  part-time  health  visitors 
were  used  in  certain  areas,  viz.  : — Hartlepool  (tuberculosis  and 
mental  deficiency),  Stockton  (tuberculosis),  Barnard  Castle  (all 
duties),  Whickham  (school  work,  tuberculosis  and  mental 
deficiency),  and  Burnhope  in  the  Lanchester  Rural  District 
(all  duties). 

Except  in  the  boroughs  of  Hartlepool,  Jarrow  and  Stockton, 
and  the  Urban  District  of  Whickham,  the  County  Council 
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administers  the  Notification  of  Births  Act,  and  under  this  Act 
16,827  notifications  were  received,  while  the  registered  births  in 
the  same  area  numbered  16,874.  Unnotified  births  numbered 
524,  and  in  most  cases  it  was  found  that  the  omission  to  notify 
occurred  in  the  practice  of  medical  practitioners  and  was  usually 
accidental.  Of  the  notified  births,  8,219  were  reported  by 
doctors  and  relatives,  and  8,608  by  midwives.  The  number  of 
stillbirths  notified  was  553.  The  health  visitors  paid  first  visits 
to  17,074  births,  which  is  a larger  number  of  first  visits  than 
of  births,  but  this  is  explained  by  the  fact  that  there  were 
arrears  of  first  visits  from  the  previous  year.  In  6T  per  cent, 
of  the  cases  no  doctor  or  certified  midwife  was  present  when 
the  birth  took  place. 

Emergency  Feeding  Scheme. 

Owing  to  the  large  amount  of  unemployment  in  the  county 
there  was  a very  large  number  of  cases  on  the  milk  assistance 
list,  the  total  number  of  families  assisted  during  the  year  being 
approximately  11,197.  At  the  end  of  the  year  6,225  cases  were 
being  assisted. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

During  the  year  140  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were 
notified  under  the  Regulations  in  the  County  Council’s  notifica- 
tion of  births  area.  The  health  visitors  are  instructed  to  make 
careful  enquiries  as  to  all  cases  of  inflammation  of  the  eyes  of 
new-born  children,  and  during  the  year  they  reported  876  such 
cases,  paying  3,065  home  visits.  With  regard  to  treatment, 
671  cases  were  treated  by  their  own  doctor,  13  of  these  also 
received  treatment  from  the  district  nurse  ; 15  cases  were 

treated  at  child  welfare  centres  ; 194  cases  had  no  special  treat- 
ment apart  from  the  mother  bathing  with  boracic  lotion  ; 21 
had  in-patient  hospital  treatment,  of  which  19  were  sent  by 
this  Department,  and  in  14  cases  the  mother  accompanied  the 
infant.  A report  as  to  any  hospital  treatment  provided,  and 
the  result  thereof,  is  forwarded  to  the  district  medical  officer 
of  health  for  his  information.

Durham  Health  Visitors  Training  School. 

Fourteen  entrant  students  sat  the  examination  of  the  Royal 
Sanitary  Institute  in  April,  all  but  one  being  successful.  Nine 
of  them  received  appointments  under  the  County  Health  Com- 
mittee and  the  remainder  quickly  found  appointments  elsewhere. 
The  services  of  the  half-salary  loan  students  were  invaluable  for 
sickness  and  holiday  duty,  and  in  the  last  quarter  of  the  year, 
when  their  services  were  not  available,  temporary  health  visitors 
were  needed  for  sickness  duty  and  it  was  impossible  to  secure 
the  services  of  any  qualified  health  visitors.  Twelve  entrant 
students  entered  for  the  course  which  commenced  on  the  1st 
October,  ten  of  these  being  loan  students. 

Welfare  Journal. 

The  Welfare  Journal  continued  to  be  extremely  useful. 
From  time  to  time  various  competitions  were  held  and  small 
prizes  were  awarded  from  a fund  kept  up  by  voluntary  sub- 
scriptions. 

Talks  at  Welfare  Centres  and  elsewhere. 

In  the  last  quarter  of  the  year  the  health  visitors  com- 
menced a weekly  talk  at  each  of  the  welfare  centres,  the 
voluntary  committees  at  the  centres  kindly  providing  material 
for  demonstration  purposes  for  the  talks,  and  many  of  the  talks 
were  based  upon  articles  contained  in  the  Welfare  Journal. 
In  addition,  talks  were  given  at  the  Durham  Homecraft  Training 
Centre,  women’s  institutes  and  various  other  places.  A regular 
series  of  fortnightly  talks  to  women  prisoners  in  H.M.  Prison, 
Durham,  was  also  given  by  the  health  visitors. 
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Welfare  Exhibition . 

The  travelling  welfare  exhibition  was  re-equipped.  Amongst 
other  things  a model  lying-in  room  was  on  view  and  the  equip- 
ment for  this  was  largely  borrowed  at  each  place  visited.  Model 
actual  diets  and  model  actual  cheap  dishes  were  on  view,  the 
recipes  for  which  were  on  sale,  and  they  attracted  great  interest. 
The  exhibition  was  on  view  a total  of  twenty-seven  days,  visiting 
twenty-five  towns  and  villages.

Mansion  House  Relief  Fund. 

In  December  a great  deal  of  additional  work  was  undertaken 
by  the  health  visitors  in  connection  with  this  Relief  Fund. 
During  part  of  the  time  it  was  necessary  to  withdraw  the  health 
visitors  from  attendances  at  clinics,  while  they  also  put  in  a 
considerable  amount  of  extra  time  in  attending  evening  meetings 
of  committees  engaged  in  the  work. 

Home  supervision  of  Children  from  birth  up  to  five  years. 

Children  born  in  1923  were  the  first  to  be  kept  under 
observation  up  to  the  age  of  five  years,  but  owing  to  lack  of 
time  it  was  not  possible  to  tabulate  particulars  relating  to  all 
these  children,  and  tabulations  were  therefore  made  of  the 
records  of  2,000  children  (1,000  boys  and  1,000  girls)  selected 
at  random  from  the  various  sanitary  districts  in  the  county  in 
proportion  to  the  population.  The  following  details  have  been 
selected  from  the  tabulations 

Teeth. 

122  had  no  teeth  at  12  months. 

1,000  had  six,  or  less,  teeth  at  12  months. 

878  had  more  than  six  teeth  at  12  months. 

825  reported  to  have  good  teeth. 

1,175  reported  to  have  dental  caries. 

426  children  used  a toothbrush. 

1,441  ,,  did  not  brush  their  teeth. 

133  ,,  used  a toothbrush  irregularly. 

Sleeping  arrangements. 

472  children  had  a separate  cot. 

1,528  ,,  slept  with  one  or  more  of  the  family. 
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Night  ventilation. 

In  1,275  cases  the  bedroom  window  was  open  at  night. 

470  windows  were  not  opened  at  night. 

255  doubtful  whether  there  was  any  night  ventilation. 

Feeding — (First  year). 

All  except  69  of  the  children  had  some  breast  milk  in 
infancy,  1,208  were  weaned  at  one  year  or  under,  and  723 
were  still  unweaned  at  the  age  of  one  year. 

Milk — ( Second  to  end  of  Fifth  year). 

From  the  information  obtained  it  was  found  that  all 
except  twenty  of  the  children  had  some  kind,  of  milk  daily, 
and  it  was  stated  that  in  their  fifth  year  126  of  the  children 
had  fresh  rnilk  to  drink  daily,  apart  from  that  consumed  in 
tea,  and  375  children  had  condensed  milk  only.  It  seems 
probable  that  the  only  milk  consumed  by  a very  large  number 
of  children  in  their  fourth  and  fifth  years  is  machine-skimmed 
condensed  milk. 

Attendance  at  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

354  children  attended  and  356  did  not  attend  welfare 
centres  in  their  first  year,  while  in  respect  of  1,290  cases 
no  information  was  available. 

In  the  second  year  483  children  attended,  in  the  third 
year  281,  in  the  fourth  year  201,  and  in  the  fifth  year  165. 

If  these  figures  give  anything  like  a true  aspect  it  is 
unsatisfactory  that  only  165  per  2,000  children  in  their  fifth 
year  attended  welfare  centres,  but  as  most  of  our  existing 
centres  are  already  overcrowded  it  would  be  extremely 
difficult  to  deal  with  large  numbers  of  fifth-year  children  if 
they  did  attend.  If  at  the  health  visitor's  last  visit,  which 
is  made  when  the  child  is  approaching  the  age  of  five  years, 
the  child  is  found  to  be  so  seriously  unfit  as  to  be  unlikely 
to  commence  school  for  some  time  after  its  fifth  birthday, 
a report  is  sent  to  the  school  medical  officer. 
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Infectious  disease. 

1,036  children  had  measles,  575  whooping  cough,  259 
chicken-pox,  79  scarlet  fever,  15  diphtheria,  50  mumps  and 
11  smallpox. 

Still-births,  1928. 

It  is . interesting  to  find  that  of  the  total  number  of  563 
still-births,  of  which  535  were  legitimate  and  28  illegitimate, 
149  occurred  in  a first  pregnancy,  1 in  a twenty-third,  1 in  a 
twentieth,  3 in  a sixteenth,  1 in  a fifteenth  and  3 in  a fourteenth. 
The  total  number  of  pregnancies  for  the  563  mothers  was  2,453 
and  the  number  of  still-births  amongst  these  same  mothers  was 
735.  There  were  36  cases  of  twins,  including  one  of  joined  twins.

304  mothers  had  ante-natal  care  and  259  had  no  ante- 
natal care,  and  76  mothers  had  attended  the  ante-natal  clinics 
held  at  the  child  welfare  centres.

MID  WIVES’  ACTS. 

Three  hundred  and  thirty  midwives  gave  notice  of  their 
intention  to  practise  during  1928,  and  of  this  number  311  were 
trained  and  19  untrained  ; while  88  of  the  trained  midwives 
were  associated  with  the  Durham  County  Nursing  Association. 

The  following  notifications  were  received  from  certified 


midwives  : —

and  of  these  notifications  the  figures  shown  in  brackets  relate 
to  the  practice  of  midwives  supervised  by  the  Durham  County 
Nursing  Association. 

During  the  year  1,071  visits  were  paid  to  midwives  by  the 
County  Midwives’  Inspector  and  354  by  the  Superintendent  of 
the  Durham  County  Nursing  Association,  while  the  number  of 
visits  paid  to  patients  by  these  officers  was  730  and  305 
respectively. 
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Of  the  visits  paid  by  the  County  Midwives  Inspector,  144 
were  cases  in  which  medical  aid  had  been  sought  because  of 
rise  of  temperature  and  41  of  the  cases  were  notified  as  puerperal 
pyrexia  and  17  as  puerperal  fever.  Twenty  of  the  cases  were 
treated  in  hospital  and  in  five  cases  the  services  of  the  emergency 
nurse  were  provided  at  the  request  of  the  medical  practitioners. 
Five  deaths  from  puerperal  fever  were  recorded  in  the  practice 
of  midwives. 

Fifty-seven  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  were  notified 
in  the  practice  of  certified  midwives.  Medical  aid  was  sought 
in  respect  of  226  infants  because  of  discharging  eyes  and  visits 
were  paid  to  these  cases.  In-patient  hospital  treatment  was 
provided  for  eight  cases,  while  three  had  out-patient  treatment. 

Twenty-one  cases  of  pemphigus,  with  one  death,  occurred 
in  the  practice  of  midwives.  Seven  of  these  cases  were  associated 
with  the  practice  of  one  midwife,  and  with  the  object  of  pre- 
venting the  spread  of  infection  she  was  suspended  for  one 
month,  compensation  during  that  period  being  granted  to  her 
by  the  County  Council. 

Charges  of  misconduct  were  reported  to  the  Central  Mid- 
wives Board  in  respect  of  Midwives  Nos.  15675  and  61748. 
The  charges  against  Midwife  No.  61748  were  proved  and  her 
name  was  removed  from  the  Midwives  Roll.  Midwife  No.  15675 
was  put  on  probation,  and  as  satisfactory  reports  were  made 
at  the  end  of  three  and  six  months,  the  Central  Midwives  Board 
decided  that  no  further  action  need  be  taken,  and  the  Midwife’s 
Certificate  was  returned  to  her. 

The  names  of  six  midwives  were  removed  from  the  Roll 
at  their  own  request  on  account  of  age  and  ill-health. 

hifty-four  midwives  notified  changes  of  address  within  the 
county  area,  and  26  removed  out  of  the  county  and  two  ceased 
to  practise.  On  the  1st  April  seven  midwives  residing  in  Sun- 
derland ceased  to  practise  in  this  area  owing  to  certain  parts 
of  the  administrative  county  in  which  they  practised  being 
incorporated  in  the  County  Borough  of  Sunderland,  Four 
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midwives  notified  their  change  of  name  by  marriage  and  the 
death  of  one  midwife  occurred  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  twenty-three  midwives 
practising  under  the  County  Midwifery  Scheme,  including  four 
appointed  to  new  districts,  and  they  attended  1,689  cases  during 
the  year.  In  1,452  cases  they  acted  as  midwives  and  in  237 
cases  as  maternity  nurses. 

In  ninety-four  instances  the  practice  of  midwifery  by 
uncertified  women  was  reported.  Eleven  of  the  women  were 
visited  by  the  County  Midwives  Inspector  and  ten  of  them 
were  formally  warned. 

The  Provisional  Midwives  Roll  for  1928  has  been  received 
and  includes  the  names  of  fifty-four  additional  midwives  residing 
in  the  administrative  county,  eighteen  of  whom  have  given 
notice  of  their  intention  to  practise  within  the  county. 

The  Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board  have  been 
amended,  and  one  of  these  amended  Rules  states  that  practising 
midwives  should  notify  to  district  registrars  cases  of  still-births 
occurring  in  their  practice  when  no  such  certificate  has  been 
given  by  a registered  medical  practitioner.  As  a result  of  an 
arrangement  made  with  the  Registrar-General  a supply  of  still- 
birth registration  forms  was  sent  direct  to  each  practising  midwife 
in  the  county  area  together  with  a copy  of  the  amendments. 

Nine  midwives  were  warned  for  failure  to  conform  with  the 
Rules  of  the  Central  Midwives  Board. 

A course  of  lectures  was  given  to  midwives  by  the  assistant 
welfare  medical  officers  and  matrons  of  maternity  homes  in 
five  areas.  There  was  an  average  attendance  of  twelve  midwives, 
which  was  very  satisfactory  considering  the  nature  of  the 
midwives ’ work. 

Arrangements  were  made  to  supply  urine  testing  outfits 
to  certified  midwives  at  half  the  cost  price.  The  twenty-one 
midwives  who  availed  themselves  of  this  arrangement  have 
expressed  their  appreciation  of  the  facilities  offered. 
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Seventy-six  nursing  associations  were  affiliated  to  the 
Durham  County  Nursing  Association,  an  increase  of  two  over 
the  previous  year,  and  fully-qualified  nurse-midwives  were 
employed.  One  association  which  had  not  previously  under- 
taken midwifery  work  took  over  the  county  midwife  who  was 
already  practising  in  the  area.  Resignations  were  received  from 
fourteen  nurse-midwives  and  one  whole-time  midwife  for  the 
following  reasons  : — marriage  5,  health  1,  work  in  other  counties 
6,  health  visiting  1,  home  reasons  1,  and  taken  over  by  a local 
doctor  1.  Eighteen  appointments  were  made,  fifteen  to  fill 
vacancies,  two  appointed  under  new  associations  and  one  for 
increase  of  staff.  Nine  trainees  of  the  County  Nursing  Associa- 
tion completed  training  and  successfully  passed  the  examination 
of  the  Central  Midwives  Board,  and  they  were  all  appointed  in 
different  areas  of  the  county.  Ten  pupils  were  in  training  homes 
at  the  end  of  the  year.  Emergency  and  holiday  midwives  were 
supplied  on  ninety-four  occasions.  During  the  year  3,335  cases 
were  attended,  of  which  2,620  were  as  midwife  and  715  as 
maternity  nurse. 

During  the  financial  year  ended  31st  March,  1929,  the 
County  Council  incurred  an  expenditure  of  £4,955  in  fees  to 
medical  practitioners  who  had  been  called  in  under  the  Midwives 
Act,  1918,  compared  with  £3,430  during  the  year  ended  31st 
March,  1928.  As  previously  stated,  the  County  Council  do  not 
recover  from  the  patients  or  their  guardians  any  of  the  fees 
paid  to  doctors  under  the  Act. 

Nursing  Homes  Registration  Act,  1927. 

Under  this  Act,  which  became  operative  on  the  1st  July, 
the  County  Council  is  the  Supervising  Authority  in  respect  of 
nursing  homes  as  well  as  maternity  homes,  and  the  Act  repeals 
the  portion  of  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act,  1926, 
which  relates  to  maternity  homes.  The  bye-laws  made  by  the 
County  Council  under  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes 
Act  therefore  ceased  to  be  operative,  and  in  view  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  862,  dated  the  22nd  March,  1928,  new  bye- 
laws under  Section  4 of  the  new  Act  were  made  by  the  County 
Council. 
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The  County  Council,  as  the  Supervising  Authority  under 
Section  6 of  the  new  Act,  has  power  to  grant  exemption, 
renewable  yearly,  in  respect  of  any  hospital  or  institution  not 
carried  on  for  profit,  and  the  Minister  of  Health  is  also  empowered, 
under  Section  7,  to  grant  exemption  in  respect  of  Christian 
Science  Nursing  Homes,  notification  of  any  such  exemption  being 
sent  to  the  appropriate  local  supervising  authority. 

Provision  is  made  in  the  Act  that  any  person  aggrieved  at 
the  refusal  of  the  local  supervising  authority  to  register  a Home, 
may  appeal  to  a court  of  summary  jurisdiction  ; and  an  appeal 
to  Quarter  Sessions  from  the  decision  of  the  court  of  summary 
jurisdiction  may  be  made  either  by  the  original  appellant  or 
by  the  local  supervising  authority. 

Although  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act  (Part 
2)  is  repealed,  the  new  Act  provides  that  any  person  who,  before 
the  commencement  of  the  Act,  was  registered  under  any  repealed 
enactment  in  respect  of  a maternity  home  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  duly  registered  under  the  present  Act  in  respect  of  that  home, 
if  the  authority  with  which  he  was  previously  registered  is,  for 
the  purpose  of  this  Act,  the  local  supervising  authority  of  the 
area  in  which  the  home  is  situated. 

As  regards  the  inspection  of  nursing  and  maternity  homes, 
Section  5 of  the  new  Act  provides  that  the  medical  officer  of 
health  or  some  qualified  nurse  or  other  officer  duly  authorised 
by  the  local  supervising  authority  may,  subject  to  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  made  by  the  supervising  authority,  enter  and 
inspect  premises  which  are  used,  or  which  the  officer  has 
reasonable  cause  to  suspect  are  used,  for  the  purposes  of  a 
nursing  home,  and  any  person  obstructing  such  officer  will  be 
guilty  of  an  offence  under  the  Act,  but  the  Act  forbids  the  inspec- 
tion by  such  officer  of  medical  records  relating  to  individual 
patients.  Authority  was  given  to  the  Senior  Welfare  Medical 
Officer  and  the  County  Midwives  Inspector  to  act  under  my 
direction  in  respect  of  nursing  homes  coming  under  these  Acts, 
and  I was  also  authorised  to  depute  any  other  member  of  the 
welfare  medical  staff  or  of  the  health  visitors’  staff,  who  is  a 
qualified  trained  nurse-midwife,  to  make  such  inspections. 
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Although  the  County  Council  is  the  local  supervising 
authority  under  the  new  Act  for  the  administrative  county, 
the  County  Council  may,  on  the  application  of  any  council  of 
any  district  within  the  county,  delegate  with,  or  without, 
restrictions  and  conditions  any  of  the  powers  or  duties  of  the 
County  Council  under  this  Act,  and  the  district  council,  if 
aggrieved  by  the  refusal  of  the  County  Council  to  delegate  or 
to  delegate  otherwise  than  subject  to  conditions  or  restrictions, 
may  appeal  to  the  Minister  of  Health  who,  after  consultation 
with  the  County  Council,  may  give  a direction  with  which  the 
County  Council  must  comply.  I may  say  that  I am  strongly 
of  opinion  that  it  is  undesirable  that  the  County  Council  should 
delegate  any  of  its  powers  or  duties  under  this  Act. 

In  accordance  with  the  new  Act  seven  hospitals  in  the 
county  were  granted  exemption,  while  nine  maternity  homes 
registered  under  the  Midwives  and  Maternity  Homes  Act,  1926, 
(Part  II.)  are  now  deemed  to  be  duly  registered  under  the  new 
Act,  and  two  were  approved  for  registration  under  the  new 
Act  during  the  year. 

The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  patients  admitted 
into  maternity  homes  and  hospitals  from  the  administrative 
county  during  the  past  three  years  : —

Dr.  C.  A.  Harvey,  one  of  the  assistant  school  medical  officers, 
who  was  appointed  as  Tuberculosis  Medical  Officer  in  the  Central 
District  caused  by  the  resignation  of  Dr.  S.  K.  Young,  com- 
menced duty  on  the  1st  January,  1928.

With  the  opening  of  Seaham  Hall  Sanatorium  the  arrange- 
ments for  the  accommodation  of  patients  at  Barrasford,  Blen- 
cathra and  Leazes  House  Sanatoria  were  terminated. 


(b)  General  Hospitals. 

The  arrangements  previously  made  with  the  general 
hospitals  in  the  county,  and  with  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  for  the  treatment  of  surgical  tuberculosis, 
were  continued  throughout  the  year. 


Opening  of  Seaham  Hall  and  Earl’s  House  Sanatoria. 

Seaham  Hall  Sanatorium,  situated  near  Seaham  Harbour, 
with  accommodation  for  eighty  female  patients  was  officially 
opened  on  25th  February,  and  the  first  patients  were  admitted 
on  4th  April. 
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Earl’s  House  Sanatorium,  with  accommodation  for  seventy- 
eight  boys,  was  officially  opened  on  3rd  March,  the  first  patients 
being  admitted  on  2nd  April. 

At  the  Seaham  Hall  institution  provision  is  made  for  both 
pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  cases  and  forty  beds  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  former  are  available  on  the  first  floor. 
Admission,  so  far  as  possible,  is  confined  to  early  cases.  On 
the  ground  floor  there  are  beds  for  twenty-eight  girls  under  the 
age  of  fifteen  years  suffering  from  surgical  tuberculosis,  and  on 
this  floor  there  are  also  twelve  beds  for  women  with  non- 
pulmonary  disease. 

The  sanatorium  is  equipped  with  a modern  X-ray  plant  ; 
ultra-violet  ray  apparatus,  which  includes  both  carbon  arcs  and 
mercury  vapor  lamps  ; a plaster  room  and  a laboratory. 

The  staff  consists  of  a resident  medical  superintendent, 
matron,  two  sisters,  one  staff  nurse,  five  assistant  nurses  and 
five  probationers. 

Earl's  House  Sanatorium. 

The  seventy-eight  beds  in  this  institution  are  used  for  the 
treatment  of  boys  under  the  age  of  fifteen  years  suffering  from 
tuberculosis  of  the  lungs  and  mediastinal  glands. 

An  ultra-violet  ray  apparatus  is  in  process  of  being  installed 
in  this  sanatorium,  and  it  is  also  hoped  that  an  X-ray  outfit 
will  be  available  next  year. 

The  staff  consists  of  a resident  medical  officer  in  charge, 
matron,  two  sisters,  two  staff  nurses,  two  assistant  nurses  and 
five  probationers. 

With  the  opening  of  these  two  new  sanatoria  158  beds 
became  available.  Actually,  however,  there  was  only  a net 
increase  of  75  in  the  total  number  of  beds,  as  the  accommodation 
was  re-arranged  in  the  following  way  : — 

1.  The  thirty  boys  with  pulmonary  tuberculosis  at  Holywood 
Hall  were  transferred  to  Earl’s  House,  thereby  reducing 
this  sanatorium  to  180  beds  for  male  adults  only. 
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2.  The  beds  at  Leazes  House,  Blencathra  and  Barrasford 

Sanatoria  ceased  to  be  utilised.  The  average  number 
occupied  in  these  places  was  twenty. 

3.  The  number  of  beds  in  general  hospitals  was  reduced 

from  65  to  32. 

From  1st  April,  1928,  therefore,  the  normal  accommodation 
for  in-patients  was  521. 

Institutional  accommodation  of  521  beds  is  practically  50 
per  cent,  of  the  annual  number  of  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis.  In  my  opinion,  to  deal  with  the  disease  at  all 
effectively  this  number  of  beds  is  absolutely  necessary. 

These  new  arrangements,  whilst  they  did  not  reduce  the 
accommodation  at  Stannington,  somewhat  altered  the  type  of 
case  which  will  in  future  be  sent  there.  For  example,  in  future 
all  boys  with  pulmonary  tubercle  will  be  treated  at  Earl’s  House 
Sanatorium,  thereby  releasing  more  beds  at  Stannington  for 
the  admission  of  surgical  cases. 

With  regard  to  the  arrangements  with  general  hospitals  the 
County  Council  decided  to  send  to  these  institutions  only 
surgical  cases  requiring  urgent  in-patient  treatment  for  whom 
there  is  no  available  alternative  accommodation  in  sanatoria. 

It  is  now  considered  that  surgical  tuberculosis,  especially  as 
it  affects  bones  and  joints,  is  best  treated  in  sanatoria  rather 
than  in  general  hospitals. 

In  the  latter  institutions  there  are  no  facilities  for  education, 
whereas  in  special  sanatoria,  such  as  Seaham  Hall,  Earl’s  House 
and  Stannington,  education  is  continued  or  initiated,  and  a 
prolonged  period  of  schooling  is  not  lost. 

The  total  average  accommodation  available  during  the  year 
was  sanatoria  447  beds  and  general  hospitals  46  beds. 

The  following  tables  show  the  average  accommodation 
available  during  the  year  for  males,  females  and  children,  also 
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the  allocation  of  the  beds,  together  with  the  extent  of  residential 
treatment,  and  the  immediate  results  of  that  treatment  : —

The  scheme  for  the  treatment  of  skin  tubercle  at  the  Royal 
Victoria  Infirmary,  Newcastle,  referred  to  in  the  1927  report, 
has  been  gradually  put  into  force,  a progressively  increasing 
number  of  cases  having  been  referred  to  the  Skin  Department. 
Whereas  the  number  of  sittings  for  the  month  of  January,  1928, 
was  218,  the  number  in  December  was  472,  and  this  was  not 
due  to  any  extent  to  the  increased  number  of  attendances  but 
to  the  number  of  patients  dealt  with.  The  cases  have  been 
regularly  reviewed  with  the  object  of  providing  other  necessary 
local  treatment,  and  minor  operations  have  been  sanctioned 
from  time  to  time,  and  also  other  local  measures  which  are 
useful  in  skin  tuberculosis. 

The  lesions  treated  for  the  most  part  have  been  those  of 
lupus  vulgaris,  but  other  forms  of  tuberculous  disease  of  the 
skin,  especially  scrofuloderma,  and  also  a few  cases  of  tuberculosis 
cutis  verrucosa  have  been  encountered. 

The  exposures  in  a great  majority  of  the  cases  have  been 
given  once  a week,  but  some  patients  have  had  two  sittings  per 
week  and  a few  have  attended  three  times  weekly. 

Sir  Robert  Bolam,  in  charge  of  the  Skin  Department, 
writes  : — “The  most  striking  feature  of  treatment  of  this  nature 
is  the  way  in  which  the  unsightly  lesions  attendant  upon 
secondary  pus  infection  disappear,  and  the  patient  is  enabled 
to  go  about  without  the  physical  and  mental  discomfort  pre- 
viously experienced.  Extended  experience  of  this  type  of 
treatment  however  strengthens  my  opinion  that  by  itself  it  is 
not  sufficient  to  eradicate  entirely  tuberculous  lesions  of  the 
skin,  and  that  other  local  methods  require  to  be  combined  with 
the  ultra-violet  ray  exposures  in  order  to  obtain  the  best 
results.” 

During  the  year  4,852  treatments  were  given  in  the  Skin 
Department  of  the  Royal  Victoria  Infirmary,  and  thirteen 
patients  with  skin  lesions  were  admitted  to  the  Infirmary  for 
in-patient  treatment  in  accordance  with  the  arrangements 
previously  made  with  that  Institution. 
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In  addition  to  the  cases  treated  at  the  Royal  Victoria 
Infirmary,  2,005  treatments  were  given  to  out-patients  suffering 
from  skin  lesions,  secondary  to  bone  or  joint  tubercle,  by  Dr. 
Gamlen,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Treatment  so  far  has  been  confined  to  out-patient  dispensary 
cases  with  tuberculous  lesions  involving  the  skin.  Ultra-violet 
ray  therapy  appears  to  be  of  little  value  in  the  treatment  of 
unbroken  tuberculous  peripheral  glands. 

X-Ray  Photography. 

During  the  past  year  251  cases  were  sent  to  Dr.  Gamlen, 
Newcastle-on-Tyne,  for  radiographic  examination,  103  of  them 
being  chest  cases.  The  remainder,  namely  148,  suffered  from 
bone  or  joint  lesions. 

Considerable  use  was  made  of  radiography  in  the  oblique 
position  of  the  thorax  as  an  aid  to  the  diagnosis  of  enlarged 
tuberculous  glands  in  the  mediastinum. 

For  this  particular  purpose  more  penetrating  rays  than 
those  for  antero-posterior  radiography  were  used,  and  also  a 
slightly  longer  exposure  was  given.  As  these  doubtful  cases  of 
enlarged  chest  glands  are  generally  in  young  children  movement 
of  the  chest  during  the  exposure  presented  considerable  difficulty. 
Nevertheless,  the  results  were  on  the  whole  of  great  help  to 
the  tuberculosis  medical  officers  in  their  efforts  to  classify 
correctly  these  difficult  cases  of  toxaemia  in  children  with 
enlarged  mediastinal  glands. 

Dispensary  Organisation.

During  the  year  13  adults  and  54  children  were  supplied 
with  surgical  appliances  on  the  recommendation  of  the  tuber- 
culosis officer. 

Treatment  of  Tuberculous  Ex-service  Men. 

Visits  paid  to  tuberculous  ex-service  men  numbered  1,067, 
the  corresponding  figure  for  1927  being  903.  The  total  number 
of  tuberculous  persons  under  supervision  on  31st  December  was 
5,735,  and  of  these  528  were  tuberculous  ex-service  men. 

During  the  year  96  ex-service  men  were  admitted  to 
sanatoria  and  hospitals,  and  91  discharged,  while  at  the  end  of 
the  year  54  were  receiving  in-patient  treatment.  In  addition 
7 ex-service  men  were  admitted  to  Preston  Hall,  Aylesford,  Kent, 
for  occupational  treatment,  12  were  discharged,  and  5 were  in 
residence  on  the  31st  December,  1928. 

Home  Nursing  of  Consumptives. 

Grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  through  the  County 
Nursing  Association  to  fifteen  affiliated  district  nursing  associa- 
tions in  the  administrative  county  in  connection  with  the  home 
nursing  of  tuberculous  patients.  The  number  of  visits  paid  by 
the  district  nurses  during  the  year  was  2,276.

Tuberculosis  in  J arrow. 

The  high  death-rate  from  tuberculosis  in  Jarrow  is  now 
the  subject  of  a special  investigation  which  commenced  last 
August. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  are  particularly  interested  in  the 
matter,  and  from  time  to  time  informal  discussions  have  taken 
place  with  Dr.  Chapman  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  Such 
co-operation  is  of  great  value  as  it  enables  one  to  compare  the 
local  circumstances  with  differing  conditions  in  other  parts  of 
the  country. 

The  death-rate  in  Jarrow  is  particularly  high  among  young 
adults.  In  many  of  them  the  disease  does  not  appear  to  assume 
the  fibrous  form  localised  to  a definite  part  of  the  lung  but 
tends  to  produce  scattered  foci  with  rapid  caseation.  The 
condition  is  a progressive  one  and  often  terminates  fatally  after 
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a relatively  short  illness.  Furthermore,  many  of  the  patients 
fail  to  react  to  sanatorium  or  any  other  form  of  treatment. 
This  type  of  lung  tubercle  is  not  entirely  localised  to  Jarrow, 
but  is  encountered  elsewhere  on  Tyneside,  and  also  in  other 
parts  of  the  county.  Some  of  these  cases  would  appear  to  be 
analogous  to  the  actue  type  of  lung  tubercle  met  with  among 
races  brought  into  contact  with  tuberculous  infection  for  the 
first  time,  and  in  whom  therefore  the  development  of  immunity 
has  not  occurred. 

Special  attention  is  being  given  to  the  duration  of  the  fatal 
cases  of  lung  tuberculosis  in  Jarrow.  Investigations  are  also 
being  made  into  the  question  of  the  presence  of  mental  strain 
or  stress  which  might  lead  to  a breaking  down  of  the  relative 
immunity  to  tuberculous  disease  generally  acquired  under  urban 
conditions  of  life.  This  research  work  was  still  in  progress  at 
the  end  of  the  year.

The  average  number  of  attendances  at  the  clinics  per  new 
case  was  27-50,  compared  with  26-72  in  1927  and  27-15  in  1926. 

Provision  is  made  for  treatment  in  the  county  boroughs  of 
Darlington,  South  Shields  and  West  Hartlepool,  and  payment 
is  made  on  an  attendance  basis  for  county  patients. 

Close  co-operation  exists  between  the  clinical  venereal 
diseases  medical  officer  and  the  medical  officers  of  the  Education, 
Tuberculosis  and  Child  Welfare  departments,  and  confidential 
inter-departmental  reports  are  exchanged. 
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BLIND  PERSONS. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  two  voluntary  associa- 
tions-— the  Sunderland  and  Durham  County  Incorporated  Royal 
Institution  for  the  Blind  and  the  Cleveland  and  South  Durham 
Institute  for  the  Blind  (details  of  which  were  set  out  in  my 
report  for  the  year  1925),  for  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Blind  Persons  Act,  1920. 

The  number  of  blind  persons  registered  as  residing  in  the 
county  on  31st  March,  1929,  was  1,051,  a net  increase  of  107. 
This  increase  must  not  be  interpreted  as  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  blindness  ; it  is  due  to  a more  accurate  ascertain- 
ment of  blind  persons. 

There  are  31  workshop  employees,  15  home  workers  and 
7 home  teachers,  in  respect  of  whom  the  County  Council  pays 
grant. 

In  addition  to  the  two  voluntary  associations,  the  County 
Council  also  makes  a contribution  in  the  form  of  a capitation 
subscription  to  the  National  Library  for  the  Blind. 

The  Blind  Persons  Act  does  not  interfere  with  the  duties 
of  education  authorities  who  are  responsible  for  the  education 
of  the  blind  between  the  ages  of  5 to  16  (elementary  education), 
and,  in  later  years,  for  the  training  of  the  blind  (higher  education). 

A scheme  is  being  considered  to  provide  a fixed  minimum 
income  of  20/-  per  week  for  all  indigent  blind  persons. 

MENTAL  DEFECTIVES. 

The  total  number  of  mental  defectives  on  the  register  on 
the  31st  December,  1928,  was  1,703.  This  number  included 
213  cases  which  were  reported  during  the  year,  of  which  62 
were  notified  by  education  authorities  and  the  remainder  from 
various  other  sources,  mainly  by  health  visitors.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  there  were  214  patients  under  Order  in  Certified 
institutions  and  II  were  under  guardianship.  The  classification 
of  the  cases  in  institutions  was  as  follows  : — feeble-minded  143, 
imbeciles  56,  moral  imbeciles  13,  and  idiots  2 ; while  those 
under  guardianship  were  : — feeble-minded  6 and  imbeciles  5. 
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At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  241  urgent  cases  awaiting 
institutional  treatment.  No  accommodation  for  the  institutional 
care  of  mental  defectives  is  provided  by  the  County  Council, 
and  application  has  to  be  made  to  outside  authorities  for  the 
admission  of  county  cases.  During  the  year  accommodation 
was  found  for  only  23  cases.  The  provision  of  a certified 
institution  by  the  County  Council  is  still  under  consideration 
and,  as  stated  in  my  last  report,  land  has  been  purchased  at 
School  Aycliffe,  near  Darlington,  for  the  erection  of  an 
institution.

Joint  Hospital  Committee,  were  used  for  the  accommodation  of 
smallpox  patients  was  terminated  during  the  year.  These 
hospitals  have  now  reverted  to  their  original  purpose  for  the 
accommodation  of  ordinary  infectious  diseases. 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  supply  of  water  for  the  county  was,  on  the  whole,  very 
satisfactory.  Complaints  were,  however,  received  from  one  or 
two  areas,  which  received  the  attention  of  the  water  supplying 
authorities. 

The  complaints  regarding  the  deficient  supply  of  water  to 
the  Lumley  area  of  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District,  men- 
tioned in  my  last  report,  were  repeated  during  the  year.  The 
deficiency  complained  of  was  to  some  extent  remedied  by  a 
supply  from  Lambton  Park  which  gave  temporary  relief.  Con- 
siderable correspondence  passed  between  the  Durham  County 
Water  Board  and  this  office  on  the  shortage  of  water  for  this 
district,  in  consequence  of  which  an  agreement  was  made  whereby 
the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  Council  agreed  to  enlarge 
the  diameter  of  some  of  their  pipes,  and  if  this  did  not  entirely 
remedy  the  conditions  the  Water  Board  would  enlarge  pipes  in 
their  area  so  as  to  ensure  a full  supply  of  water  to  the  district. 

HOUSING. 

The  number  of  new  houses  completed  by  the  various  local 
authorities  during  the  year  fell  from  3,417  last  year  to  694. 
This  is  a considerable  reduction  on  the  numbers  for  the  past 
few  years.  Durham  County  is  overcrowded  to  the  extent  of 
over  30  per  cent,  of  its  population,  hence  there  is  urgent  need 
for  the  erection  of  new  houses.  In  addition  to  the  need  for 
new  houses  to  relieve  the  existing  overcrowding,  further  new 
houses  are  needed  to  replace  those  which  are  dilapidated  and 
not  reasonably  fit  for  human  habitation.

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Although  in  several  sanitary  districts,  notably  the  large 
urban  districts  on  Tyneside,  excellent  work  has  been  done  in  the 
abolition  of  the  ash-privy  system  of  excrement  disposal,  the 
progress  of  this  improvement  generally  has  been  slow,  and  the 
foregoing  table  indicates  that  there  is  still  an  enormous  number 
of  these  insanitary  ash-privies  in  the  administrative  county. 
Undoubtedly,  the  slowness  in  this  improvement  is  largely  to 
be  accounted  for  by  the  trade  depression  which  has  existed  for 
several  years  past,  but  none  the  less  the  sanitary  environment 
of  houses  to  which  are  attached  these  objectionable  conveniences 
must  remain  unsatisfactory,  and  a high  state  of  health  difficult 
to  obtain  among  those  living  in  close  proximity  to  them. 

During  the  year  637  conversions  into  water-closets  were 
made,  and  of  this  number  288  were  ashpit-privies  and  349  were 
ash-closets. 

As  regards  the  removal  of  refuse,  there  has  undoubtedly 
been  a very  marked  improvement  in  the  methods  adopted 
during  recent  years.  Most  of  the  local  authorities  themselves 
undertake  the  work  and  use  mechanically-propelled  refuse  carts 
for  the  purpose.  The  final  disposal  of  the  refuse,  however,  is 
frequently  not  satisfactory,  refuse  tips  being  used  which,  owing 
to  their  proximity  to  dwellings  or  highways,  frequently  cause 
a nuisance. 

DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

Owing  to  continued  trade  depression  and  the  financial  state 
of  the  county,  very  little  structural  work  to  prevent  the  pollution 
of  streams  has  been  carried  out  during  the  past  year. 

The  position  at  the  end  of  the  year  with  respect  to  several 
works  is  briefly  set  out  hereunder  : — 

Stressholmes  Sewage  Works. — The  Corporation  have  authorised 
the  installation  of  an  experimental  activated  sludge  plant. 

Thornley-to-the-Sea. — Two  pumping  stations  and  several  miles 
of  sewers  are  fast  nearing  completion. 

Barnard  Castle .- — Engineer’s  plans  have  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  with  an  application  for  a loan, 
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Glebe  Sewage  Farm . — The  coal  under  the  site  of  the  proposed 
. new  works  is  being  purchased. 

Houghton-le-Spring. — Considerable  progress  has  been  made 
with  the  preparation  of  plans  for  new  works. 

Stanley  ( Hustle  Down)  Sewage  Disposal. — The  Ministry  of 
Health  have  sanctioned  amended  plans  and  the  District 
Council  are  negotiating  for  a site. 

Edmondsley  Council  Housing  Estate—  Plans  are  being  pre- 
pared to  submit  to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Lumley  Village—  Plans  are  being  prepared  to  submit  to  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

Durham  City. — An  Inquiry  has  been  held  into  an  application 
for  power  to  borrow  £15,500. 

Through  the  growth  of  areas  served  and  the  increasing 
adoption  of  the  water-carriage  system,  the  entry  of  surface  and 
stormwater  into  sewers,  dilapidations,  and  for  other  reasons, 
the  following  works  are  also  more  or  less  inadequate  to  purify 
properly  the  sewage  reaching  them,  and  other  works  are  fast 
becoming  inadequate  : —

RIVERS  POLLUTION. 

The  Minister  of  Health  issued  on  the  21st  September,  1928, 
Circular  922,  addressed  to  county  councils  and  other  local 
authorities,  in  which  attention  is  drawn  to  the  First  Report  of 
the  Joint  Advisory  Committee  on  River  Pollution  appointed  by 
him  and  the  Minister  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  to  consider, 
and  from  time  to  time  to  report  upon,  the  position  with  regard 
to  the  pollution  of  rivers  and  streams,  and  on  any  legislative, 
administrative,  or  other  measures  which  appear  to  be  desirable 
for  reducing  such  pollution. 

The  Committee  in  question  have  expressed  a strong  opinion 
that  in  order  to  secure  proper  administration  of  the  law  in  this 
matter,  there  should  be  in  each  case  an  authority  exercising 
jurisdiction  over  the  river  and  its  tributaries  as  a whole,  at 
least  so  far  as  non-tidal  waters  are  concerned,  and  established 
expressly  for  that  purpose. 

In  view  of  this  recommendation  the  Minister  of  Health  in 
this  Circular  draws  the  attention  of  the  County  Council  to  the 
provisions  of  section  14  of  the  Local  Government  Act,  1888, 
under  which  section  the  Minister  is  empowered,  on  an  applica- 
tion by  the  council  of  any  county  or  county  borough  concerned, 
to  set  up  by  Provisional  Order,  subject  to  confirmation  by 
Parliament,  a Joint  Committee  or  other  body  for  the  prevention 
of  pollution  over  a wide  area,  and  to  confer  on  that  body  all  the 
powers  of  a sanitary  authority  under  the  Rivers  Pollution 
Prevention  Act,  1876.  The  Minister  states  that  he  will  be  glad 
if  each  county  council  which  is  not  now  a constituent  member 
of  a joint  body  for  the  prevention  of  pollution  will  immediately 
consider  the  advisability  of  making  an  application  under  this 
section. 

This  Circular  was  considered  by  the  County  Health  Com- 
mittee at  its  meeting  on  the  18th  October  last,  but  no  resolution 
was  passed  thereon  at  that  meeting. 


On  the  3rd  October,  a conference,  which  was  attended  by 
officials  from  this  Department,  was  held  at  the  offices  of  the 
Tees  Conservancy  Commission  at  the  instance  of  the  Department 
of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  on  the  question  of  carrying 
out  a thorough  biological  and  chemical  survey  of  the  River 
Tees,  the  Tees  being  selected  for  this  purpose  as  a test  river, 
the  object  of  the  survey  being  to  ascertain  generally  what 
effluents  are  the  main  causes  of  pollution,  with  a view  to  evolving 
finally  practicable  methods  of  dealing  with  those  effluents  so  as 
to  prevent  pollution. 

There  was  no  objection  amongst  those  attending  the  con- 
ference to  the  proposal  to  have  a thorough  investigation  of  the 
character  of  the  various  discharges  into  the  river,  but  there  was 
a pronounced  objection  that  the  industries  and  authorities  should 
be  called  upon  to  pay  the  cost  of  the  investigation,  especially 
as  it  had  been  pointed  out  by  the  representatives  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  that  the  investigation 
would  not  only  be  of  local  but  of  national  importance,  as  it  would 
be  the  first  survey  of  its  kind  ever  attempted.  No  resolution 
was  adopted  on  the  matter. 

There  is  still  much  room  for  improvement  in  the  discharges 
from  most  of  our  collieries  and  by-product  works.  It  is  to  be 
regretted  that  the  rivers  Skerne,  Browney,  G aimless  and  Wear 
should  be  so  much  polluted  by  these  industrial  effluents. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

No  public  abattoir  exists  in  the  administrative  county,  the 
slaughtering  of  animals  taking  place  on  private  premises,  which 
are,  in  the  majority  of  cases,  unsatisfactory  and  unsuitable. 
This  makes  meat  inspection  very  difficult,  and  it  is  almost 
impossible  for  meat  inspectors  to  carry  out  their  duties  with 
the  efficiency  that  is  desirable. 

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

Considerable  activity  was  continued  during  the  year  in 
respect  of  the  examination  of  cattle  which  came  to  the  notice 
of  the  County  Veterinary  Inspector  under  the  Tuberculosis 
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Order,  1925.  The  total  number  of  animals  inspected  by  the 
veterinary  inspector  was  3,023,  and  of  these  43  were  reported 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  while  57  were 
suffering  from  tuberculous  emaciation,  and  113  had  chronic 
cough  and  showed  definite  clinical  signs  of  tuberculosis.  In 
29  cases  diagnosis  was  assisted  by  the  use  of  tuberculin. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  on  account  of 
tuberculosis  was  214,  and  it  was  found  on  post-mortem  examina- 
tion that  50  had  tuberculosis  of  the  udder,  56  were  suffering 
from  tuberculous  emaciation,  and  106  were  proved  to  be 
otherwise  affected  with  tuberculosis. 

Of  the  total  animals  inspected  2,528  were  cows  in  milk, 
and  of  these  142  were  reported  as  diseased,  and  the  presence 
of  tuberculosis  was  confirmed  in  140  of  these  instances  by  post- 
mortem examination. 

A Chief  Veterinary  Officer  was  appointed  by  the  County 
Council  in  November  and  arrangements  made  for  him  to  com- 
mence duty  in  April,  1929.  It  was  decided  to  postpone  the 
appointment  of  assistant  veterinary  officers  until  the  Chief 
Veterinary  Officer  had  prepared  a scheme  for  the  county,  as 
until  such  scheme  was  received  it  was  difficult  to  state  how  many 
assistant  veterinary  officers  would  be  required. 

During  the  year  the  county  inspectors,  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts,  continued  to  take  samples  of  milk  for  bacteriological 
examination,  particularly  with  the  object  of  ascertaining  the 
presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  in  milk  supplied  for  human  con- 
sumption. 233  samples  were  taken  and  submitted  to  the 
4 bacteriological  department  of  the  College  of  Medicine,  Newcastle- 
on-Tyne,  and  of  these  samples  12  were  found  to  contain  tubercle 
bacilli,  equal  to  5T5  per  cent. 

The  closest  co-operation  continues  between  the  Chief  County 
Veterinary  Officer  and  my  department,  and  the  procedure 
referred  to  on  page  81  of  my  last  Annual  Report  was  continued 
during  the  past  year,  any  representations  made  to  the  County 
Council  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation)  Act,  1915, 
by  outside  authorities  being  dealt  with  by  the  County  Veterinary 
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Officer  and  myself  under  the  powers  given  by  the  Tuberculosis 
Order,  1925. 

There  was  a net  increase  of  four  in  the  number  of  producers 
and  sellers  of  graded  milk  in  the  administrative  area  of  the 
county,  and  during  the  year  twelve  licences  to  supply  Grade  “A 
milk  were  issued  after  the  dairy  herds  and  dairy  premises  had 
been  inspected  by  members  of  the  County  Health  and  Veterinary 
staffs.  This  is  a net  increase  of  two  upon  last  year.  At  the  end 
of  the  year  licences  to  produce  and  sell  Grade  “A”  milk  had 
been  granted  to  the  following  persons  : — -

During  the  past  year  789  samples  of  new  milk  were  taken 
for  analysis  under  the  Acts,  of  which  135,  equal  to  17  T1  per 
cent.,  were  found  to  be  not  genuine  or  below  standard. 

For  the  purpose  of  taking  samples  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Acts  the  administrative  county  during  the  year  was 
divided  into  four  districts  under  the  supervision  of  one  chief 
inspector  and  three  district  inspectors,  but  with  a view  to  an 
increased  number  of  samples  being  taken  it  was  decided  towards 
the  end  of  the  year  to  divide  the  county  into  five  districts,  and 
to  appoint  one  extra  district  inspector  and  two  additional 
inspectors  to  assist  the  district  inspectors  as  required.  Arrange 
ments  were  made  for  these  additional  inspectors  to  commence 
duties  early  in  1929. 
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MINISTRY  OF  HEALTH  INQUIRIES. 

Decisions  are  still  pending  in  respect  of  the  application  of 
the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  Council  for  a loan  of  £6,000 
for  sewerage  works  in  the  township  of  Great  Lumley,  made  in 
1924  ; and  that  of  the  Durham  Rural  District  Council  for  a loan 
of  £1,450  for  works  of  sewerage  for  the  contributory  places  of 
Coxhoe  and  Cassop-cum-Quarrington,  made  in  1926. 

With  regard  to  the  Appeal  lodged  by  the  owners  of  Crimdon 
Dene  Hutments  held  on  the  13th  December,  1927,  against 
Closing  Orders  being  made  in  respect  thereof  by  the  Easington 
Rural  District  Council,  the  decisions  of  the  Minister  of  Health 
have  now  been  received,  and  in  four  cases  the  appeals  were 
dismissed,  in  three  cases  the  Closing  Orders  have  been  squashed, 
and  in  the  remaining  cases  no  Order  was  made  as  the  premises 
had  been  demolished.
